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Advisory Action 

The amendments filed April 29, 2010, will not be entered as they introduce new material, e.g., adjusting the 
temperature of one ceramic heating element and separately adjusting the temperature of another heating element, 
which modifies the scope of the claims. 

Further, the applicant contends that the examiner's interpretation of "heating element" is improper - a ceramic 
susceptor by itself cannot function as a heater as the examiner attests. 

In response, the examiner notes that there are several scenarios wherein a ceramic susceptor may function as the 
primary means of heating a substrate. For example, Ballantine discloses the method of importing a substrate into a 
chamber already operating under high temperatures. In these instances, the ceramic susceptor will be at a much 
higher temperature than the substrate and, given that there is direct contact between these two entities, it will be the 
susceptor that will transfer the greatest amount of heat to the substrate. In this way, a ceramic susceptor alone may 
constitute a "heating element."
